Collector Calls It Overtime 
Pay and Says It Averaged 


About $56 Apiece for 92 
Men. 


Christmas bonuses, or as Col- 
lector Koeln prefers to cali them, 
overtime payments, to the Col- 
lector’s clerical force, amounted 
last year to $5235 for 92 men, 
Koeln. said yesterday. He  fur- 
nished the figures to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter after William R. 
Schneider, a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for Gover- 
nor, had called attention to the 
practice. 

Schneider charged that Koeln’s 
purpose, in paying out the State’s 
money annually in bonuses to his 
office empoyes, was to perfect and 
enlarge his political machine. 

“The men in the Collector’s of- 
fice do a great deal of overtime 
work at the end of each year,” 
Koeln said. “I could not require 
them to do this work, for. the 
State eight-hour law entitles them, 
as State employes, to an eight-hour 
day. If the regular men would 
quit after eight hours, I would 
have to put on other men, un- 
familiar with the work, who would 
make many mistakes. 

$56 Apiece Last Year. 

“So the understanding is that 
the regular men shall do the re- 
quired overtime work, and shall 
receive some extra money therefor, 
Besides being kept 18 or 20 hours 
some days, with their meals 
brought in, they have to work on 
holidays, particularly New Year's 
Day. Last year the payments 
came to an average of about $56 
each.” 

Koeln pointed out that the law 
allowed him 97 cerks, at nine dif- 
ferent rates of salary, from $1380 
to $3300 a year, and that their 
annual compensation, as 
is $183,820.

Argentine Will Enter City Tomorrow or 
Tuesday—Started From Buenos Aires 
April 23, 1925. 


An Argentine school — teacher, 
disguised as a cowboy, is riding 
a dun pony and leading a “paint- 
ed” pony into Manchester today 
on United States Highway No. 66 


on the way to St. Louis and the 
end of his eleven-thousandth mile. 

He is Aime F. Tschiffely, who 
left his place at St. George’s Col- 
lege, Buenos Aires, April 23, 
1925, under the impression that 
he could ride 12,000 miles in 0 
months.

John T. King was at that time the KRepub- 
lican National Committeeman for his State. 
He had long been a power in national Repub- 
lican politics—practical politics—and at Chi- 
c2g0 in 1920 he had the added prestige of 
being there as the spokesman of the late 
Senator Boies Penrose, Republican boss of 
Pennsylvania, who was too ill to attend in 
person. King had a private telephone wire 


the boss in Philadelphia. As much as any. 
other man, perhaps more than any other, 
Penrose was responsible for the nomination 
of Harding. 

Under the Harding regime, King was an in- 
fluential man in Washington. He was an 
“insider” with important contacts in high 
places—a man whom one would do well to see 
in matters requiring the use of political in- 
fluence. Harry Daugherty, installed as Attor- 
ney-General, was his close friend. Another 
was Senator George Moses of New Hampshire, 
whom King aided with money for his cam- 
paigns and who carried on an intimate cor- 
respon@ence with King about attotre at the 
capitan 

King became especially interested in the of- 
fice of the Alien Property Custodian, adminis- 
trator of the half a billion dollars’ worth of 
property seized from the Germans during the 
war. In 1926, with Daugherty and former 
Alien Property Custodian Miller, King was in- 
dicted on the charge of having shared in a 
$441,000 bribe paid by claimants in the Amer- 
ican Metals case. He died before he could be 
brought to trial. Miller was convicted and is 
|now serving time at Atlanta. | 


Convention Confirms

‘Warren G. Harding, as related, was nomi- 
nated for President at about 2 o'clock on the 
morning of June 12, in the Blackstone Hote] 
at Chicago; or, as some of the conferees later 
put it, the decision was reached to “allow him 
to develop his strength in the convention.”

King Ready to Confront 
Will Hays With Facts. 


Concerning the maneuverings of Hays, prior 
to and during the convention of 1920, to 
build up strength for himself, John T. King 
wrote to Harding: 

“I am not guessing. I know these things, 
and will confront Hays with them at any 
time.” 

Hays’ manipulations in his own interest, as 
set out in detail in the letter, recall the de- 
vious methods by which he later sought to 
conceal the large Sinclair gift to the Republ!- 
can committee. Dummy candidates were used 
in the one instance, fummy contributors in 


the other. 
The story will be told in King’s own words, 


‘with interruptions now and then to identi- 


fy the characters: 

“Hays told Joe Kealing 
National Committeeman from Indiana, 
dead) during the progress of different can- 
didacies, that he hoped sufficient confu- 
sion would arise to make a call for him to 
be candidate. When Wood was going along 
rather strongly in Minnesota, he injected 
Frank Kellogg (former Senator, now 5ec- 
retary of State) into the race in Minneso- 
ta, and Kellogg innocently told it to Jim 
Watson. I forced Hays to admit it in my 
office, and he urged me not to make any 
capital of it, as he was only saying the 
things Kellogg liked to hear. 


Tells of Hays’ Dealings 
For and Against Hughes. 
“In New York State he injected Nicho- 
las Murray Butler into the race, telling 
Penrose and myself that he did it to stop 
Hughes from getting the delegation. At 
‘the same time he told Barnes (then the 
New York State Republican boss) to urge® 
Butler, as there was quite a sentiment for 
him in the country, also at the same time 
assuring Gov. Hughes’ friends that in. his 
judgment Hughes would be nominated. 
“Three weeks prior to the convention, 
there was a conference at the home of 
William Boyce Thompson (an important 
Republican ‘angel’ and collector of cam- 
paign funds) at Yonkers, New York, where- 
in the Hays candidacy was discussed by 
Mr, Thompson, who is his close friend, and 
the hope expressed that out of the confu- 
sion the Spure of Hays would arise.* «

“Hert (the late ‘Tobe’ Hert of Ken- 
tucky, who was Lowden’s floor manager at 
the convention) has always denied being in- 
terested in Hays as a dark horse, but, after 
the nomination of yourself for President 
was effected, Hert was one of those who 
suggested to myself and others that Hays 
be nominated for Vice-President.

“rt am going into these details, and oth-

(of the National Committee) and was all 
the time trying to be the buyer when, to 
use his own quotation, ‘an administrator 
cannot buy at his own sale.’ ”

In their vocabulary, 
ententes did not mean good will 
that made for enduring peace but 
an understanding that insured 
successful war. 
In the first instance, of course, 
it was these Chancelleries that 
gave as it were the cue to public 
opinion and certainly to the press 
of their respective countries, No 
wonder then that when Mr. Kel- 
logg launched his impressive peace 
movement, the response on tHe 
European continent should have 
been half-hearted, skeptical, dis- 
trustful, hostile, and almost that 
suggestions should have been 
stage-whispered by lovers of the 
old cruel and unrepentant order 
of things that Mr. Kellogg's pro- 
posals were no more than an elec- 
tioneering dodge which should be 
maneuvered into the post-election 
period, when it would be allowed 
to die of starvation and neglect. 
Fortunately even the peoples of 
eastern and southern Europe are 
far more spiritually minded than 
their governments, and little by 


America’s wide-sweeping peace 
gesture might be regarded ,as a 
threat to selfish international 
aims but that it could be neither 
mocked nor brushed aside with 
impunity. 


Praises German Reply. 

The British people and Parlia- 
ment and the German Govern- 
ment, to do them justice, were the 
first to grasp this fundamental 
fact and to act thereon. The Ger- 
man reply was a model document, 
tactful in a measure not always 
traditionally attained by German 
diplomacy, and thoroughly genu- 
ine in a way which the triumph of 
the democratic elements and the 
eclipse of the Nationalists in sub- 
sequent German general elections 
have since explained more clear- 
ly. The meaning of that election 
is clear—the German people have 
no use for war-mongers. 

Germany was rather severely 
criticised, notably in France, for 
having stolen a march on the oth- 
er powers approached by Mr. Kel- 
logg and for having sent its an- 
swer to Washington without first 
consulting the cosignatories of the 
League Covenant and Locarno 
Pact. Yet Germany was perfectly 
justified in the action it took. The 
United States had not expected 
and did not desire a concerted and 
collective reply from Europe, 
which would have borne too much 
resemblance to a European coali- 
tion, to emasculate the Kellogg 
draft, for after all each power 
can only answer and need only 
answer for itself in light of its 
own conscience and cOmmitments. 


Italy Suggests Parley. 

The Italian reply, which fol- 
lowed the German, although of 
no comparable substance, made 
no attempt to question the nobil- 
ity or ‘practical usefulness of Mr. 
Kellogg's proposals. It put for- 
ward, however, the idea that the 
details of the pact might be 
thresbed out suitably at a con- 
ference of jurists at which the 
United States and the other five 
Great Powers would be repre- 
sented. This portion of the Italian 
been nega- 
tived already by Mr. Kellogg's re- 
fusal to countenance such a con- 
ference. — 

The American opinion held that 
it did not require a galaxy of law-

It carries a threat to American 
unity more sinister than any for decades 
past. The reasoning behind it apparent- 
ly is that, representing more fully than 
any other Republican presidential possi- 
bility the urban and industrial interests, 
the President is strong enough to defy 
and scorn the widespread demand of the 
agricultural element for remedial farm 
legislation. This is class thinking and 
would be a class candidacy in the clear- 
est cut form ever presented in an Ameri- 
can political campiagn.

The revolt, however, persists. Its supporters con- 


stitute the backbone of the Republican party in the 
West. They have not been able to force farm relief 
in legislation under the Coolidge administration, 
which has been faithful to the plutocratic combine 
of industrial, financial and commercial interests. Mr. 
Coolidge, supporting the policies and measures bene- 
ficial to the plutocratic ehement, has twice vetoed the 
McNary-Haugen bill and thus defeated all legislation 
in behalf of the farmers. 

The Republican party has been under the unbroken 
control of Big Business and its plutocratic allies. The 
rebellious elements have never been able to make a 
dent in that control. And now, with a protective 
‘tariff dictated by the favored interests, and its poli- 
cies persistently favoring the special plutocratic in- 
terests, the party has persistently denied any meas- 
ure of relief to the farming interests. 

How tke Republican convention will meet this re- 
bellious discontent within its ranks will be the most 
serious party problem. It may be helped by a plat- 
form with a pledge of farm relief, and it may be 
greatly helped by the nomination of a candidate sat- 
isfactory to the agricultural element.

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NEW TOLL BRIDGE TO BE 
OPENED ABOUT JULY t 


Crosses Gasconade River on 
Arlington-Dixon Route—Not 
Under Congressional Control. 


A toll bridge over the Gascon- 
ade River between Arlington and 


‘Jerome, in Phelps Ccunty, Mo., 


will be opened to traffic about July 
1. This is another of the group of 
toll crossings of important streams 
for highways 


or started in the last two years. 


It will replace a ferry and will | 
provide a short cut from highway | 
No. 66 at Arlington to highway No. | 


28 at Dixon, about 12 miles away, 
thereby shortening the distance | 
from the vicinity of Arlington to - 
Jefferson City by about 15 miles. 

Toll rates have not been fixed, 
but the maximum for an -:utomo- 
bile may be about 50 cents. .The 
bridge was promoted by Rowland 
L. Johnston and L. W. Fitzpatrick,

NEW YORK, June 9. 


HERE now seems to be no pes- 
T sivie doubt whatever that the 

season is utterly and irrevoc- 
ably dead —-~ more dead, almost, 
than most seasons, as dead in fact 
as Marley was to begin with. With 
the exception of the Players’ 
Club’s reliable and painstaking re- 
vival of “The Beaux’ Stratagem” 
last week, nothing has arrived to 
disturb this mordant calm and 
nothing looms ahead through the 
long hot stretches but those hardy 
annuals, the summer musicals, The 
Grand Street Follies started these 
a week ago in a lively and irrever- 
ent production, and week after next 
will bring one of the early summer 
musical comedies, a piece called 
“Say When,’ which has no less im- 
portant a book-maker than Mare 
Connelly. 

Some of the productions of the 
past season are still flourishing— 
the “Volpone” and “Strange In- 
terlude” of the Theater Guild still 
has its line of standees. But for 
the most part, even the erstwhile 
hits are given up to a scanty cut- 
rate trade as the result of being 
aced with the first warm langour 
of June and its inevitable compe- 
tition with golf, canoes and outgo- 
ing European liners. 

There was last week, however, 
an unexpected scene of violent the- 
atrical activity on Broadway. You 
found it in the neighborhood of 
Fifty-third street where the gilded 
new Hammerstein Theater, after a 
somewhat labored experiment with 
operetta (‘The Golden Dawn” had 
its troubles as.any cut-rate office 
can tell) presented its first movie. 
It was that film which after a 
postponed entrance, due to gome 
faint misunderstanding with the 
powers at Washington, finally ar- 
rived under the title of “The End 
of St. Petersburg.” 

We approached it casually as 
something.to pick up on a night 
without a stage opening and were 
rewarded for our presumption by 
finding the huge lobby swarming 
with a clamoring and persistent 
mob. utterly oblivious to the door- 
man’s patient drone of “Standing 
Room Only.” Not in the most 
crowded period of a heavy mid- 
winter season have we seen such 
eagerness gver things dramatic, 
and when a resourceful manager 
finally dragged us through the 
crowd and magically produced a 
seat, we began to understand why. 


OR the film presents one of the 
FF mose moving dramatic specta- 

cles seen here in years. It is 
an impassioned picture made 
through blood and tears, of the 
dumb peasant suffering which led 
to ancient Russia’s final downfall 
In its images, in its incredibly gen- 
uine acting in the surge of passion 
and hot resentment which sweeps 
through all, its reels, the picture 
gives the thrill which comes once 
in a tifetime of movie shows.

may not happen in the graveyards of 
England. That person is Miss Gertrude 
Renira Wenanah MHoskyns-Abrahall. 
spinster. 

The other day the English courts 
dealt a death blow to Miss Hoskyns- 
Abrahall’s plans for a proper resur- 
rection for her mother, concluding one 
of the strangest cases ever brought 
before a High Court of Justice. In 
open court she defended funeral prac- 
tices so primitive in their nature that 
they sounded more like Druidical or 
Egyptian religious rites. These were, 
she strongly maintained, ‘‘early Chris- 
tian’’ practices and——far more impor- 
tant—absolutely essential if there 
is to be any decent and well or- 
ganized behavior on the day of resur- 
rection. 

Despite Miss Hoskyns-Abrahall's 
vast knowledge of all these things as 
a student of the history of religion and 
an honor graduate in science of Som- 
erville College, Oxford, to say nothing 
of the fact that she is the possessor of 
an M. A. from Dublin University, and 
despite the very distinguished counsel 
whom she retained, Mr. Justice Eve 
ruled that she could not carry out her 
rituals in the vault in which her 
mother is buried. 

It was a decisive victory for the 
Paignton Urban District Council 
and for Edward James Mudge, super- 
intendent of the Paignton Cem- 
etery. It seems that on several occa- 
sions Mr. Mudge failed to behave like 
a gentleman, and in at least one in- 
stance had Miss Hoskyns-Abraliall re- 
‘moved bodily from the tomb, thus in- 
terrupting certain rites most impor- 
tant if Mrs. Hoskyns-Abrahall is to 
arise on the last judgment day. The 
daughter brought legal action to pre- 
vent any future interruptions. 


HE whole story was told at the 

trial, from the interment of Mrs. 

Hoskyns-Abrahall’s body in 1915 

and the subsequent construction of a 

vault to that disastrous day when the 

daughter was barred from performing 

the all-important rites in and around 
the tomb. 

Life can be very hard, Miss Hos- 
kyns-Abrahall disclosed, for one whose 
religious beliefs are, to say the least. 
not exactly orthodox She described 
herself as of a very old 
scending from the De la 
France, The De la Portes have al- 
held the belief, it that 
the tomb is the door to the next world. 
and if you don't take xvood care of the 
door you are very likely not to enter 
the next world. She has spent no smal! 
portion of her time and a considerable 
amount of money in this very business 
for the past 10 years, she testified. 

Mr. Justice Eve was at first slightly 
at a loss as to why anyone would ob- 
ject to Miss Hoskyns-Abrahall's faith- 
ful and painstaking care of the tomb 
in question. Then it developed that 
certain of her practices were such as 
to constitute, in the eyes of the Paign- 
ton Council, a nuisance in the ceme-

S THE trial proceeded there were 
A eve more startling disclosures. 
On a number of occasions Miss 
Hoskyns-Abrahall had brought a picnic 
lunch into the tomb, consisting of a 
cooked fowl, fruit, wine and other del- 
icacies, 
“What did you intend to do with 
the bird?’’ Mr. Justice Eve asked. 
“You simply place it and then take 
it away again,’’ Miss Hoskyns-Abrahall 
explained. ‘‘You will find in the 
Agape (an ancient religious work) 
that many more things were placed in 
the tombs of relatives,”’ she added, ex- 
Plaining that roasted partridge had 
been her mother’s favorite dish. 
Then she told how Mr. Mudge had 
harassed her. On one occasion when 


fies 


she went to the vault she found a man 
sitting astride the stone cover. He re- 
fused to let her enter the vault and 
nearly threw her down when she pro- 
tested. On another occasion Mr. Mudge 
and his wife told her that if she did 
not come out they would put the 
cover down over her. She told of her 
strenuous efforts to keep the vault dry 
and charged that the superintendent 
often poured water over the tomb just 
to thwart her. Too, she testified that 
when she placed dried aromatic coffee 


. on the grave the caretaker and his 


wife washed it away. 

“If you put on this grave such 
things as ground coffee and flour it 
must be cleaned up by someone,’ 
counsel for defendants objected. 

“There was no need to clean it up,’ 
Miss Hoskyns-Abrahall insisted. 
‘Those things are natural offerings, 
useful for the spirits of the dead.”’ 

The following day in court was, 
by contrast, Mr. Mudge’s. Not 
only did Miss Hoskyns-Abrahall bring 
food already cooked to the tomb, 
but, he testified, he distinctly saw her 
roasting a partridge over an alcohol 
lamp. He had had orders from. his 
superiors, he said, to stop that sort 
of thing, and even to prevent Miss 
Hoskyns-Abrahall from entering the 
vault. He asked her to come out, and

refused, tried 
to get her out by placing 
a stone cover over the 
vault. As. she still de- 
clined, he sent for the 
police. He assisted her 
out, he related, and she 
resisted, but he wanted 
it distinctly -understood 
that he did not throw 
her to the ground, as she 
had charged. 

Un a later occasion, unable to gain 
access to the tomb, since it had been 
sealed by order of the Paignton Coun- 
cil, she held her ceremonies beneath 
a little tent erected just outside the 
vault. On one instance she bfought 
with her a table and basket and vari- 
cus things. She put the table on the 
slab of the vault and placed a chicken 
on it. Finally, such a crowd gath- 
ered that it was again necessary to 
remove Miss Hoskyns-Abrahall from 
the environs of the tomb. 

Police Sergeant John Lewis, who 
had come in :1espouase to Mr. Mudge's 
call, testified that he went into the 
vault, where he found “the plaintiff 
acting in an eccentric manner.’ She 
was holding a piece of meat on a fork 
over an alcohol lamp, he stated. There 
were half a dozen lighted candles and 
several glasses of mildewed wine 
placed about the chamber. She went 
round touching each candle with a 
piece of shrub, he said. Broken bot- 
tles were lying about; and he said he 
had never seen a tomb in such a state 
of disorder. He, too, testified that 
there was no unnecessary roughness 
in removing Miss Hoskyns-Abrahall. 


R. JUSTICE EVE expressed 
MU even interest in the fact that 

a partridge had been cooked in 
the tomb. “Don’t you realize that if 
everybody had a ceremony like that 
a cemetery would become a restau- 
rant?’’ he remarked. 

“I did it on only one occasion,”’ was 
the reply. 

‘‘How often have you taken a cooked 
bird to the vault?’’ counsel then asked 
her. 

‘Once,’ was her answer, “It was a 
wild bird of the kind we use for that 
Purpose. It was a pigeon.’’ 

“How long would you 
cooked bird in the vault?’’ 

“If I had the free use of the vault I 
should leave it there for a day and 
then take it away.’’ 

A newspaper clipping was next in- 
troduced telling of the ‘‘roasted part- 
ridges, joints of meat, wine, pineap- 
ples, Oranges, apples and fancy cakes’ 
that Miss Hoskyns-Abrahal!l was re-

ported to have brought to the tomb. 
“Did you bring all this fruit?” counse! 
asked her. Miss Hoskyns-Abrahall’s 
reply was tart: ‘No; you might as 
well say that I brought the whole of 
Covent Garden.” 

Undaunted, Miss Hoskyns-Abrahall 
explained her religious beliefs. 
“Throughout France and the history of 
the early Christian Church,” she said, 
‘it was usual to guard the bones of rel- 
atives with the greatest care. The Gal- 


lic, the Coptic, the Greek, the Romish 


and the Assyrian churches all regard 
the bones of ancestors as of greatest 
importance with a view to resurree 
tion.’’ As the rites were not practiced 
in England, she tried to find a church, 
such as the ancient Greek Chureh, 
which preserved the bones of the dead 
with the utmost care, but she found 
that the Orthodox Greek Chureh ip 
England today had given up the rite, 

“Cannot anybody be cremated in 
France?’’ Mr. Justice Eve asked, 

“Yes, but the old nobility guard 
their bones,’’ Miss Hoskyns-Abrahall 
explained. ‘‘The word ‘church’ means 
‘relic,’ and ‘relic’ means ‘bone,’ so that 
a church means a bone. Every French 
church has an ossuary attached to it.” 

For a time, toward the close of the 
proceedings, it looked as though Mr. 
Justice Eve would rule for Miss Hos- 
kyns-Abrahall. Opposing counsel ad- 
mitted that the property of the vault 
was in her name, but only for purposes 
of burial. 

“The receipt is for the purchase éf a 
grave in perpetuity,’’ Mr, Justice Bve 
stated in answer to this. “It may be 
that the plaintiff did things here which 
were never contemplated, but when it 
comes to a declaration of title a dect- 
sion may affect a large number of 
grave owners.”’ 


HE Justice took the case under 
advisement for several weeks 
and then delivered his judgment, 
not only dismissing Miss Hoskyn& 
Abrahall’s suit, but, as well, holding 
her responsible for the costs of the 
trial. In his decision he held that he 
was quite unable to accept her view 
that the rites she had performed were 
of Christian origin or character. They 
appeared to be of a distinctly pagan 
nature, he stated, and certainly not 
consistent with burial in accordance 
with the rites of the Established 
Church. She had no right to enter 
the vault for the purposes she claimed, 
he added. 

Miss Hoskyns-Abrahall's indignation 
was boundless. She branded the Home 
Secretary and his underlings, and the 
whole of officialdom, not excluding the 
Paignton Urban District Council and 
Mr. Mudge, as bolshevik and antl 
Christ. She is very busy just now cir- 
culating a pamphlet in which she sets 
forth her grievances. This is a very 
learned document, citing innumerable 
historical precedents for the practices 
which she wished to follow. 

“The descendant has been com- 
pelled,”’ she states, ‘‘to spend hundreds 
of pounds, which would have been de 
voted to her mother’s shrine and 
bones, in her efforts to save and heft 
efforts to obtain the elementary jus 
tice enjoyed by peoples all over the 
world under the British protectorate!”

GIRL called 
Coco-la - Cherie 
was found dead 
in her room in 
Lyons, France. 
She had been 
murdered, stab- 
bed to death. The police 
were notified, and the 
gendarmes and the detec- 
tives arrived. With them 
came Dr. Edmond Lo- 
card, Director of the 
Police Technical Labora- 
tory. 

The gendarmes = and 
secret service men made 
their customary minute 
investigation. They turned closets, 
drawers and all receptacies inside out. 
they examined clothing, they made an 
effort to take fingerprints. But their 
meticulous search was not rewarded 
with any clew or information that they 
deemed of much importance. Their 
hopes of tracking the murderer were 
not high. 

Meanwhile Dr. Locard, not neglect- 
ing to look for the more obvious and 
usual clews, cast his scientific eye 
about in an effort to discover some- 
thing which the others might have 
missed, something which, while it 
would be useless in the regular line 
of police discrimination, might develop 
importantly beneath the microscope or 
in the test tubes of his laboratory. 

But search as he did, the doctor 
found nothing which he believed of the 
least importance except some tiny 
fleas, scientifically known as “pedic- 
ulus capitt.’’ Those little animals. of 
& particularly tenacious kind, literally 
filled the dead woman's bed. The 
murderer of Coco-la-Cherie, Locard 
reasoned, very likely had picked up a 
few of them.

Now, you may think all fleas are alike. 
but actually there are hundreds of dif- 
ferent kinds of them, and they all look 
different. 

“I will now show you one I just 
picked off of you. Do you notice 
that it is exactly Iike the one ob- 
tained from Coco-la-Cherie's bed? Do 
you notice its eyes, its legs, its spots?

Dr. Locard is of the new type of de- 
tective-—the laboratory detective, who 
is becoming the nemesis of the French 
lawbreaker. And well might the crim- 
inal fear these new man-hunters. For 
they are highly trained scientists. 
skilled in chemistry. men who can 
read the history of a hair as easily as 
they can analyze the ink of a counter- 
feit bank note. 


HEIR offices are well equipped 
laboratories, with the best and 
newest scientific instruments at 
hand; put under their microscope, a 
piece of mud from the heel of a shoe 
may as easily prove the undoing of a 
culprit as though he had left behind 
his name and address. 

This scientific criminal tracking was 
begun some 30 and more years ago in 
France by Alphonse’ Bertillon = and 
Professor Lacassagne. It has devel- 
oped tremendously since that time. 

The new acientific detective has be- 


‘come the supreme authority in a multi- 


tude of criminal investigatigns in 
France. As s00n as a serious crime 
is committed he is notified, and the 
other detectives are not permitted on 
the scene until he and his staff of as- 
sistants have finished with their exam- 
ination. 

If the crime is a murder, the 
scientist carefully examines the body, 
photographs the scene on a metric 
scale, searches for clews, and, once 
he thinks he has found them, makes 
for his laboratory, where he and his 
staff get to work with apparatus which 
puts to use the latest discoveries of 
science. The detectives wait for the 
report of the laboratory chief. 
ally is worth waiting for. 

At Paris, for instance, Monateur 
Bayle transformed Bertillon's historic 
little workshop—it was in the attic of 
the Prefecture of Police—into a firat- 
rate laboratory, where obscure mys- 
terles are solved by the aid of tert 
tubes and X-rays, by electro-chemical 
baths and spectrographic processes. 

In Lyons, Dr. Locard, one of whose 
exploits has just been related, bril- 
liantly carries on the work of 
Lacassagne and his studies on frar- 
mentary fingerprints are studied by 
criminologists the world over. He has 
charted every one of 2000 pores on a 
single print. 

Down at Marseilles Dr. Severin 
Icard has founded a new school. He 
reads the stories of lawbreakers by

the dust in thelr ears and heneath 
their fingernails. 

And sometimes the criminal is 
tracked by a microbe, as in the case of 
Madame Foucherand. It was a few 
years ago that Madame, a widow, wax 
murdered in her cafe in Lyons. The 
late Professor Lacassagne, dean of the 
faculty of medicine of Lyons Univer- 
sity, was called in to aid the police 
search for the murderer. And, among 
the debris left by the criminal, Lacas- 
sagne diseovered a parasitic microbe, 
“vermiculary oxyure.”’ 

“If I find the same thing among any 
suspects vou may pick up,’ Laras- 
sagne told the officers, ‘‘I'll have the 
man you want. 


MAN named Gaumet was arrest- 
A ed for some trifling offense, and 

Lacassagne examined him, as he 
had numerous others. Lacassagne 
found the parasitic microbe. Gaumet 
was s0 astonished by this scientific 
proof that he broke down and confess- 
ed. After his conviction he asked to 
see Lacassagne. 

“IT know | am going to lose my 
head,’ Gaumet told the acientiat. ‘But 
I have no hard feelings toward you. 
Instead. I have the greatest admira- 
tion for your skill, and aw a special 
favor | ask. that after the execution 
you prepare my skeleton and keep it 
as a souvenir.” 

The. headless skeleton, a red mark 
showing the spot where the knife fell. 
still stands at the door of the de- 
partment of medicine at Lyons Uni- 
versity. 

A dispute came before a Paris court 
last year as to whether a line, ‘‘re- 
ceived 25,000 francs,’ had been added 
to a contract after it had been signed. 

It seemed that Monsieur A and 
Monsieur B, as we shall call them. 
were partners in a mining enterprise. 
The testimony revealed that Monsieur 
A wrote the contract out in longhand., 
the other signed it, and Monsieur A 
put the contract in his safe. 

Some months later they quarreled. 
and when the document was produced 
in the presence of attorneys Monsieur 
B was greatly perturbed. He insisted 
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that the line relative to his receiving 
25,000 francs was not on the original 
contract. 

M. Bayle, chief of the Paris Police 
Laboratory, wae called tn and asked to 
sive an expert report. It did not take 
him lone. 

‘This disputed line,”’ M. Bayle told 
the Court, ‘‘was written with a dif- 
ferent ink. It looks like the same ink 
that was used in the body of the 
contract, but it is not. I put a chemicai 
reagent on both inks. One turned 
blue, the other red. I do not need to 
tell you the significance of the dif- 
ferent inks. 

“But that is not all. There is a 
controversy over the revenue stamps. 
Monsieur B says there were none on 
the original contract, as none were 
necessary. I have examined these 
stamps. I soaked them off the paper 
and noted the paste. I found it was 
not the glue used on our revenue 
stamps, but a home-made starch paste. 
The stamps had been taken off an- 
other document and used a second 
time. 

“T have also examined the ink on 
these stamps. It is different from the 
other two inks used. This seems to 
confirm my contention that they are 
old stamps.” 

The Court convicted Monsieur A of 
forgery without further evidence. 

Let us relate another exploit of 
Monsieur Bayle: 


HAT appeared to be all the 
WV signs of a murder were discov- 
ered recently in a deserted 
fleld on the outskirts of Paris. The 
place was soaked with blood, and it 
proved to be human blood. There were 
signs of a violent struggle. There was 
the imprint of a human body in the 
mud. Various trifles from a man's 
pockets were scattered about. 
Monsieur Bayle was called to the 
scene. Searching about, he found the 
charred remains of some papers in a 
nearby gully. The papers were com- 
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pletely crisped and more or less fallen 
to pleces. Bayle and his aids built a 
amall shelter around the spot to pro- 
Bayle then 
took a bellows out of his kit and light- 
ly blew the bits of paper into the air. 
An aid caught each bit on a piece of 
glass, sprayed it with castor oil, placed 
collodion over the charred fragment to 
hold it together, and then placed an- 
other piece of glass on top of it. 

Bayle returned to his laboratory. 
He put the charred bits of paper under 
various lights. Finally he was abie to 
read the name of a soldier stationed 
with the Bordeaux garrison, The po- 
lice traced the movements of the sol- 
dier, got on the trail of persons who 
had been seen in his company, arrest- 
ed the murderers and discovered the 
body. 

Then there {s the story of Dr. Lo- 
card and the cat. 


N OFFICE in Lyons was burglar- 
A tee Dr. Locard, called in to 

investigate, discovered a long 
and stiff white hair caught in the keys 
of a typewriter. 

“That's curious," Locard remarked 
to his assistants. ‘It's a cat's whisk- 
er.’ It was learned that no cats were 
kept in the office. Locard became 
more interested. 

He carefully searched the floors and 
he picked up a= soft, reddish-brown 
hair. He identified it as cat's fur. 

‘Telephone the Chief of Detectives,’ 
he directed, ‘‘that the burglar was ac- 
companied by a reddish-brown cat." 

An hour later every cat of that color 
in certain circles of Lyons was under 
suspicion, and one of these cats led to 
the criminal. An Apache had taken 
his girl and his girl's cat along with 
him when he went burglarizing. 

Two years ago the Postmaster at 
Lyons found that some one of his 
clerks was stealing letters. The Post- 
master could not identify the culprit 
and Dr. Locard was asked to help. 

Locard, after some Investigating, 
came to the conclusion that the clerk.

EST known, of course, is the case 
B of Lieutenant Lee Duncan, pres-

They a#vere or- 
phans of the war and he adopted 
them, bringing them back on a trans 
port with him to his home in Oakland.

With Rin-Tin-Tin's earnings as a 
basis, Duncan is now a millionaire.

of the President of the United States 

Rin-Tin-Tin is insured for a_ mill- 
lion and a half under a most un 
usual policy, isasued by Lioyd's 
If. when Rin-Tin-Tin dies, the dog's 
death is announced, the motion picture 
company will get a million dollars and 
Duncan a half-million. But if the 
death is not announced and adnother 
dog is substituted and used in pic- 
tures under the same name; then the 
company will get only $100,000 and 
Duncan $50,000. It is probably this 
latter course which will he followed, 
as it is the name Rin-Tin-Tin which 
is the most valuable asset. There have 
been several lawsuits over the use of 
the name. 

Valuable trained animals, such as 
Rin-Tin-Tin, are given the most elab- 
orate care to prevent just such occur- 
rences as have taken off so many etare 
They have a special valet who is sup- 
posed always to accompany the dog 
The valet supervises the dog's diet 
very carefully. Whenever special ar- 
rangements can be made, Rin-Tin-Tin 
rides in a stateroom of his own rather 
than in the. baggage car, in going to 
another location for outdoor shots. 

Not only has Rin-Tin-Tin lived far 
longer than most animal stars, but 
as well, his career as a movie star has 
been longer than that of a majority 
of his human rivals. Hollywood has a 
way of tossing stars into the discard 
if they don't take very special means 
to protect themselves. When their sal- 
aries reach a certain point, the money 
which can be invested in pictures in 
which they are to star is so reduced 
that inevitably a bad picture is turned 
out and they lose their public. Then 
they get the gate. But Rin-Tin-Tin 
has always managed to keep his fol. 
lowing In one year he was rated sec- 
ond only to Tom Mix as a box-office 
drawing card. He may be a little bit

OR more than a hundred 

years the legend has per- 

sisted that on the day of 

his death, September 19, 

1812, old Meyer Amschel 

Rothachild assembled his 
five sons at his bedsid> 
and among them divided 
all of Europe. It seems 
now that this report was 
slightly exaggerated. The 
fact is he didn't assemble 
them at all; only two 
were present. 

That, however, was 
about the only particular 
wherein the story erred. 
He did divide Europe, at 
least so far as financial 
control was concerned, 
as effectually as an Em-. 
peror apportions out sub- 
ject principalities. He 
divided it long before his 
death, in fact, his will 
serving only to pass 
slong formally the wide- 
spread branches of the 
great banking house to 
their respective heads 
and co-builders, And 
even then he didn’t sus- 
pect the magnitude of 
tim inheritance he was 
passing along. Though 
he knew the fortune and 
influence of the Roths- 
child family were enor- 
mous, he could not have 
foreseen that he was 
passing along the founda- 
tion of a world power 
which, during the first 
half of. the nineteenth 
century, was to exercise 
an unparalleled influence 
over Europe and stand a century later 
as the world’s greatest family fortune 
with & total estimated wealth of 
$2,000,000,000. 

Old Meyer Amschel Rothschild built 
the foundations of that fortune from 
less than a shoestring. ‘“‘The Rise of 
the House of Rothschild,” a painstak- 
ing and ponderous work by Count 
Egon Caesar Corti, just published by 
the Cosmopolitan Book Corporation of 
New York, tells how. From its 4006 la- 
borious pages the story. reluctantly 
comes forth bit by bit, uncolored and 
unrecommended, as matters of fact 
and history. 


HE story of the Rothschilds is 
largely a history of European 


finance preceding, during and 


immediately following the time of the: 


Napoleonic wars. It ia also an en- 
kaging tale of tables turned. In the 
beginning the Rothschild method was 
that of fawning to win the condeacen- 
sion of Princes who were then pow- 
erful In the end the procedure was 
reversed. Princes showered their so- 
celal favors in the hope of winning 
the condescension of the independent 
and powerfyl Rothachilds. In the 
earlier phase, the father and his sons 
eougnt every opportunity to perform 
a service for a Prince and then used 
that well-executed service as a petition 
for the lightening of anti-Semitic 
shackles on the Jews of: Frankfort. In 
the latter phase, they made it a condi- 
tion of their favors that their co-re- 
ligioniste should be emancipated. 
Before the middle of the fifteenth 
century, Jews had enjoyed a measure 
of freedom in Frankfort. They had 
prospered and their Christian business 
rivals were smarting from their en- 
terprising competition. Then. about 
1460, a period of harsh oppression be- 
kan. By a law passed that year they 
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The ghetto in Frankfort where the founder of the Rothschilds 


was born. 


were required to leave their homes and 
settle in a quarter of the city set 
aside for that purpose—the so-called 
Jewish City. 
dark alley, about 12 feet wide, and lay, 
as described by Goethe, between the 
city wall and a trench. 
300 years this continued to be their 
domain and there they were subjected 
to innumerable restrictions and indig- 
nities. They were made _ subject 
tu a poll tax and were compelled to 
purchase “‘protection’’ for themselves 
and their property. They were not al- 
lowed to acquire land or to practice 
farming or handicrafts. They were 
also forbidden to trade in various com- 
modities and were prohibited from 
leaving the ghetto by night or on Sup- 
days or holy days.

Such were the conditions of life in 
the Frankfort ghetto when Meyer Am- 
schel Rothschild was born in 1742. 
His family name had been Elchanan. 
but for several generations the fam- 
ily home had been marked by a red 
shield, since houses in the Jewish 
quarter were not numbered, and from 
this the name later to resound 
through princely palaces was derived. 


HE family was moderately well- 
to-do, but that fact did not as- 
sure any young Jew an educa- 
tion or an equal chance in business 
with a non-Jew. Whatever his’ cir- 
cumstances, he was born to face ap- 
palling handicaps. Still greater was 
the wonder, then, that this same ghet- 
to should one dav become the financial 
center of the world. 
Starting work at 10 as a helper of 
his father, Meyer Amache! grew up In 
the occupation of a money chanxer.

country divided into 
innumerable small

Left an orphan at 
12, the boy carried 
on the business and, 
as he grew up, an 
important side in- 
terest developed out 
of his occupation. 
Occasionally he got 
hold of rare and 
historically valuable 
coins, which awoke 
in him the instinct of the coin col- 
lector. Though he didn’t realize it at 
the time, that was his first great step 
toward fortune. 

It happened that early in his career 
he was to make the acquaintance of 
the Hanoverian General von Estorff. 
The General, being an ardent coin col- 
lector himself, took an interest in the 
youth and employed him to obtain 
many valuable coins for his collection. 


BSERVING that the General 
CO was closely connected with the 

ruling house in Hesse, young 
Meyer Amsche! recognized and grasped 
his first great opportunity, remaining 
thereafter an opportunist to the end 
of his days. In his spare time he 
devoted himself religiously to numis- 
inatics. He read all the papers he 
could get that had a bearing on the 
subject, and eventually became an ex- 
pert. 

About this time General von Estorff 
joined the court of Prince William of 
Hesse and, it seems, aroused his rul- 
er’s interest in coin collecting also, for 
in 1763 Prince William adopted this 
hobby with great enthusiasm and 
Estorff introduced Meyer Ameschel as 
an expert in the business. 

Thereupon, Meyer Amschel grasped 
another opportunity. Selecting some 
of his finest medals and rarest coins. 
he journeyed to Hanau and gave them 
to. the Prince. It was a good invest- 
ment, for it was the starting point of 
a lasting business connection. Buai- 
ness deals with the Prince himself 
were never very profitable merely as 
commercial transactions, for young 
Rothschild saw to it that the Prince 
got a good bargain, even if he himself 
lost money. But, still, it was a good 
business. It put Meyer Amschel in 
line for favors and the first one he 
sought was designation as ‘court 
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agent.” Titles 

were of great prac- 

tical importance in 

those days. Un- 

less a person had 

some sort of a prefix 

or suffix all doors 

were closed to him.

“court agent,” of 

course, carried no ob- 

ligation, but it gave a 

tradesman enormous 

prestige to diaplay the 

royal coat of arms with 

the legend, “By special 

appointment.’’

Sane, to sanitariums where tuber- 
cular patients are ministered to. 
Then, in their home on Wasb- 
ington boulevard is the  audi- 
torium where a club for working 
girls holds forth. This club has 
three hundred members, and they 
are taught to sew, to make dress- 
es; the technique of millinery 
making is explained to them, in- 


struction in French is given. These 
girls have the privilege of passing 
their time at the ‘‘Little Helpers’”’ 
home in any of their spare hours, 
and once each month a dance is 
given there for them. 

And there are the weekly meet- 
ings of the Mothers’. Club. The 
mothers are taught to cook and to 
sew, the nuns providing all the 
foodstuffs and materials necessary
